The effort to raise an endowment was an- 
nounced 21 months ago as a means, to provide 
some financial security for the, reporter-run legal 
aid and research group. ; 

The campaign was headed by Arthur Taylor, 
president of CBS, Inc, Landau said TayiOr declined 
to continue in late July, citing repeated delays in 
getting started. The committee had yet to send out 
its first mailing soliciting money. 

" CBS did contribute about $50,000 to the commit- 
tee, Landau said. , ’i-Lr 

The controversy involving CBS reporter Schorr 
broke in Februrary when he was identified as the 
source of a version of the House Intelligence Com-,- 
mittee report leaked to a New York weekly, the' 
v Village Voice, which published it. Schorr has been . 
suspended from reporting, duties pending outcome 

of the episode. . " ::; 

■- Also revealed at the, time was a plan, whereby, 
the nonprofit committee would share in the pro- 
ceeds earned, by publication of the report., No pro- 
ceeds were realized, but a controversy did materi- 
alize over the appropriate role for the committee, 
and what kind of procedures it should use., 

Landau said the Schorr episode did not contrib- 
ute directly to the failure of endowment campaign,; 
"I don't think it had much affect one way or anoth- 
er,” he said. What it 'did indicate, he said, was' that 
the committee isn’t yet capable of managing the ; 
kind of tasks required for such an undertaking., 7. ,,, 
.. In any event, Landau said the committee would 
continue as before soliciting contributions for its,, 
operating budget. He said those contributions are 
running somewhat ahead of last year’s level. The 
committee’s budget last year was some $96,000. T

The lone dissenting vote was cast by Rep; Albert 
Quie, R-Minn., who said the committee’s decision. 
Thursday to subpoena Schorr could lead to a con- 
frontation between freedom of the press and Con-

When Flynt asked if he thought only _ Schorr 
could say who leaked the report, Quie replied that: 
the person who leaked it also could but "we don L 
know how to finger that person.” , . , ^

publication of the committee's report by the Vii- 
lage Voice, a New York weekly, after the;Hous&5;i 
voted to keep it secret. ;• - W; 
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
